Remarks /Argument s 

This application has been further considered in light of 
the Final Office Action mailed January 24, 2 008, the response 
filed April 24, 2008 and the Advisory Action mailed May 23, 2008. 
As a result, further minor amendments have been made to claims 1 
and 2 8 in order to improve on the definition of the claimed 
invention so as to more accurately cover all embodiments of the 
invention, including the one shown in Fig. 2 of the drawings. 
No new matter is being added. 

The Examiner has indicated that the subject matter 
of claims 3-6, 9, 10, 15-17, 20 and 23 is directed to allowable 

subject matter and these claims would be allowed if amended or 

rewritten to include the limitations of the base claim and any 

intervening claims. 

The references are believed to be distinguishable and the 
claims patentable over the prior art for the reasons set forth in 
the Remarks of the response filed April 24, 2008.
